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To  the  Members  of  the  Anglesey  County  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  County  Welfare  Officer  and  the  Principal 
School  Medical  Officer  for  the  year  1970. 

The  population  of  the  County  continues  on  its  steady  upward 
trend,  being  estimated  at  the  middle  of  the  year  to  be  60,000  compared 
with  58,210  in  1969  and  the  1961  Census  figure  of  51,700.  There 
were  1,079  live  births,  20  less  than  in  1969  and  being  equivalent  to  a 
birth  rate  of  18  0 per  1,000  population.  The  birth  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  in  comparison  was  160  per  1,000  population.  Our 
mortality  rate  after  standardization  for  age  and  sex  was  also  relatively 
favourable,  being  1T2  per  1,000  population  compared  with  1T7  for 
the  country  as  a whole.  The  total  of  registered  legal  abortions  in  the 
twelve  month  period  July,  1969,  to  June,  1970,  was  29. 

On  reflection,  1970  can  fairly  be  said  to  have  been  a year  of  further 
expansion  in  all  established  services  as  well  as  a rime  when  numerous 
important  decisions  were  taken  with  regard  to  the  future  pattern  for 
new  developments  in  1971  following  a reappraisal  of  the  needs  of 
modern  Anglesey  society.  Notable  was  a further  8-8%  increase  in 
provision  of  domestic  help  amounting  to  110,428  hours  in  the  year, 
an  expansion  in  Chiropody  by  15-2%  on  what  was  already  a vastly 
improved  position  in  the  previous  year  and  the  completion  of  five  new 
housing  schemes  purpose-built  for  the  elderly  or  handicapped  in 
association  with  the  housing  authorities.  Two  of  these  schemes  have 
a warden  and  other  allied  social  amenities.  The  total  number  of  such 
housing  units  in  the  County  now  amounts  to  266  compared  with  207 
in  1969. 


Haulfre,  the  home  of  the  late  Capt.  J.  F.  Chadwick,  M.C.,  and 
bequeathed  by  him  to  the  Council,  was  opened  for  residents  in  February, 
the  house  having  been  adapted  for  use  as  a home  for  the  elderly  in  a 
most  noteworthy  way  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  N.  Squire  Johnson, 
the  County  Architect. 


New  schemes  for  meals-on-wheels  were  started  at  Llandegfan  and 
Valley,  revised  standards  approved  for  ensuring  an  all  round  improve- 
ment in  conditions  at  pre-school  playgroups  and  a Toy  Library  was 
opened  at  Llangefni  for  handicapped  children.  From  October  the 
handicapped  could  avail  themselves  of  the  Council’s  concessionary  bus 
fares  scheme  and  money  was  voted  in  the  estimates  for  the  current 
y^r  to  extend  this  to  the  elderly  from  the  1st  April.  Other  decisions 
taken  in  1970,  to  be  implemented  in  1971,  included  the  making  of  a 
detailed  survey  of  the  incidence  of  Chronic  Sickness  amongst  young

people  in  Anglesey;  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Area  Dental 
Officer  together  with  the  necessary  equipment  and  the  submission  to 
the  Welsh  Office  of  our  proposals,  which  have  by  now  been  accepted 
and  implemented  on  acceptance  of  the  Mayston  Report  on  Management 
of  the  Community  Nursing  Services.  The  nursing  staff  were  to  be 
strengthened  following  the  decision  to  provide  money  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  nursing  auxiliaries  in  this  financial  year  and  for  all  the  nursing 
field  staff  to  be  attached  to  general  practitioner  group  practices,  the 
latter  being  an  extension  of  the  trial  scheme  of  attachment  that  had 
been  operating  on  Holy  Island  since  October,  1969. 

The  Anglesey  Aluminium  Smelter  became  operational  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  but  before  this,  we  started  monitoring  the  population 
by  making  regular  routine  urinalysis  for  free  fluoride  ions.  This 
monitoring  has  been  continued.  The  results  of  this  work  together  with 
the  results  shown  me  of  the  company’s  own  monitoring  both  within 
the  curtilage  of  the  plant  and  in  district  surveys  up  to  a radius  of  five 
miles  from  Penrhos  and  regular  discussions  on  the  progress  of  com- 
missioning with  the  District  Alkali  Inspector  confirm  me  in  my 
previous  opinion  that  there  is  no  danger  to  the  general  public  health 
from  the  normal  operation  of  this  plant. 

An  additional  feature  of  the  medical  inspection  of  school  entrants 
has  been  the  routine  testing  of  urine  specimens  for  albumin  and  sugar. 
Also  detailed  improvements  have  been  introduced  in  the  screening 
programme  for  the  detection  of  developmental  abnormalities. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  significant  developments  was  the  final 
series  of  meetings  between  the  North  Wales  County  Medical  Officers 
with  appropriate  representatives  of  the  Department  of  Health,  Welsh 
Hospital  Board  and  the  National  Health  Service  Hospital  Advisory 
Service  on  the  matter  which  I referred  to  in  my  last  Annual  Report — 
that  of  the  unregulated  discharge  from  the  North  Wales  Hospital, 
Denbigh,  of  the  mentally  handicapped  to  unregistered  and  unsuitable 
hostels.  Happily  by  now  the  issue  has  been,  as  far  as  Anglesey  is  con- 
cerned, resolved  satisfactorily  and  two  premises  in  this  County  have 
since  been  registered  and  are  being  very  strictly  supervised. 

Overshadowing  the  normal  routine  of  the  department  and  of  the 
expansion  in  services,  however,  was  the  planning  and  preparation  for 
the  birth  of  the  new  Social  Services  Department.  I had  welcomed  the 
Seebohm  Report  for  the  most  part,  excepting  of  course  where  it  failed 
to  give  a proper  evaluation  of  the  work  done  by  so  many^  medical 
officers  of  health  over  the  years.  The  need  for  the  social  work 
profession  to  manage  its  own  specialist  sphere  of  activity  ^ to  my  rnind 
an  undeniable  right,  as  it  is  similarly  of  the  nursing  staff,  particularly 
within  large  organizations  in  the  first  instance,  to  be  so  managed.  It 
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is  worthy  of  recording  that  the  transition  has  occurred  with  the  greatest 
speed  and  harmony  and  the  staff  of  the  two  departments  at  all  levels 
have  striven  with  the  utmost  goodwill  to  support  each  other  at  what 
after  all  is  not  an  easy  time,  as  patients  and  clients  cannot  wait  for 
services  and  indeed  should  not  be  exp>ected  to  do  so  whilst  Shire  Hall 
settles  down  anew.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  major  transitions  expected 
in  1974  both  for  Local  Government  and  the  National  Health  Service 
proceed  with  equal  smoothness.  If  they  do  not,  then  we  can  be  quite 
certain  that  it  is  those  in  need  of  services  that  will  suffer  the  greatest 
harm. 


The  announcement  in  October  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  that  Anglesey  was  not  to  be  included  in  the  chosen 
areas  for  a pilot  .scheme  for  the  eradication  of  bovine  Brucellosis  was  a 
great  disappointment.  The  Island  with  its  natural  barriers  together 
with  its  relatively  low  incidence  of  Brucella  as  determined  by  the 
Ministry’s  own  sampling  seemed  an  obvious  choice  for  inclusion  and 
Anglesey  farmers  could  have  benefited  from  being  a Brucella  free  area 
by  being  in  a position  to  supply  stock  to  other  areas  at  advantageous 
prices  in  due  course.  The  poor  response  to  register  their  herds  for 
attesting  as  Brucella  free  amongst  Anglesey  farmers  in  response  to  the 
Ministry’s  previous  appeal  for  voluntary  participation  in  the  drive 
against  Brucellosis  is  hard  to  understand  and  may  well  have  been  con- 
tributory to  the  present  |x>sition  of  our  non-inclusion  in  both  the  first 
and  second  named  areas  for  eradication.  The  result  now  is  that  there 
is  evidence  of  new  strains  of  Brucella  abortus  becoming  indigenous  in 
Anglesey  for  the  first  time — strains  which  previously  were  largely 
prevalent  in  Cheshire  and  Lancashire.  It  is  of  considerable  concern  to 
us  that  Angle.sey  may  become  the  dumping  ground  for  diseased  animals 
from  elsewhere.  'The  local  branches  of  both  Farmers’  Unions  have  been 
vociferous  and  have  missed  no  opportunities  in  making  known  to  all 
and  sundry  their  opinions  as  to  the  dangers  to  health  from  the  workings 
of  Anglesey  Aluminium.  It  is  a pity  that  they  were  not  equally  zealous 
in  persuading  their  own  members  of  the  dangers  to  all  humans  in 
contact  with  Brucella  infected  animals  as  well  as  the  menace  of  the 
possibility  of  milk  from  such  cows  being  offered  for  sale  to  an  unsus- 
pecting public. 


It  was  in  August  that  Mr.  Horace  Betts,  the  Chief  Administrative 
Assistant  in  the  Department,  retired  having  worked  for  the  Council  in 
that  capacity  since  his  transfer  from  Norwich  in  1952.  As  all  who 
knew  him  will  readily  testify,  he  was  pre-eminent  amongst  Chief  Clerks 
and  has  given  invaluable  assistance  to  three  successive  County  Medical 
Officers  including  myself,  in  the  planning,  development  and  adminis- 
tration of  Community  Health  Services  in  Anglesey.  I wish  him  a long 
and  happy  retirement,  as  I do  also  to  another  notable  member  of  staff 
to  have  retired  in  1970,  namely,  Mrs.  E.  M.  Williams,  the  Matron  of 
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Garreglwyd  for  thirteen  years.  Her  service  to  this  Council  and  to  the 
residents  in  her  care  was  exemplary  and  often  well  beyond  the  call  of 
duty,  particularly  at  those  times  of  severe  stress  due  to  an  unusual 
amount  of  sickness  amongst  the  staff  or  residents. 


I am  also  extremely  grateful  for  the  help  received  from  the 
Anglesey  Society  for  the  Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons,  the  Anglesey 
Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children,  the  Marie  Curie  Memorial 
Foundation,  the  North  Wales  Society  for  the  Blind,  the  Chester  and 
North  Wales  Society  for  the  Deaf,  and  the  National  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  during  the  year. 


I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  also  to  express  our  great 
appreciation  to  those  local  industrialists,  voluntary  bodies,  youth 
organisations  and  private  persons  who  by  their  generosity  and  con- 
tinued support  have  made  a big  contribution  towards  the  success  of  the 
Junior  and  Adult  Training  Centres  and  the  Toy  Library  for  handi- 
capped children. 


I wish  also  to  acknowledge  the  kindness  and  co-operation  shown 
by  the  other  officers  of  the  Council.  I am  particularly  indebted  to  Mr. 
idris  Davies,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  his  department  for  assistance 
and  advice  frequently  sought  and  readily  given.  The  County  Water 
Engineer  and  Manager  (Mr.  A.  B.  Groves)  and  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
Consumer  Protection  (Mr.  H.  A.  Thomas)  kindly  provided  information 
relating  to  their  departments  for  inclusion  in  this  report.  I am  indebted 
to  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officers,  the  field  and  clerical  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation,  and  Mr. 
B.  G.  Rhodes,  my  chief  administrative  assistant,  and  Miss  E.  M.  Jones 
for  their  help  in  the  compiling  of  this  report. 


I would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you.  Sir,  the 
Members  of  the  Anglesey  County  Council  and,  in  particular,  the 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  Education  Welfare  Committee 
for  the  interest  and  support  you  have  shown  at  all  times  in  the  work 
of  the  department  and  for  your  advice  and  guidance  given  me.

Stillbirths  during  the  year  numbered  16  compared  with  12  in 
1969,  which  gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  0.27  per  thousand  population. 
The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.21.  To  express 
stillbirths  as  a rate  per  1,000  population  is  liable  to  mislead,  because 
if  the  population  is  ageing,  that  fact  alone  would  cause  a decline  in 
the  rate  computed  in  this  way.  It  is  of  more  interest  to  know  what 
proportion  of  developing  pregnancies  (i.e.,  pregnancies  which  advance 
to  the  28th  week)  have  live  issue. 

Table  6 shows  the  stillbirth  rate  per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births 
for  the  past  10  years,  with  the  England  and  Wales  figures  for  com- 
parison.

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After  four  successive  years  in  which  the  stillbirth  rate  has  been 
equal  to  or  lower  than  the  national  rate,  it  is  unfortunate  that  the 
rate  for  1970  is  14.6,  the  highest  since  1965. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  9 deaths  of  infants  under  12  months  of  age  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  22  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  in  Anglesey  and  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  8.3 
per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  20.0  in  1969.  The  correspond- 
ing rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.0  per  1,000  live  births.  There 
were  no  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants.  The  infant  mortality  rate  per 
1,000  corresponding  live  births  was  therefore :

Of  the  9 infant  deaths,  7 occurred  within  a week  of  birth.  This 
gives  an  early  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  6.5  per  1,000  live  births.  This 
figure,  especially  if  combined  with  incidence  of  stillbirth  to  give  a 
perinatal  mortality  rate,  gives  an  index  of  the  hazards  of  pregnancy 
and  parturition.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  for  1970  was  21.0  per 
1,000  total  births. 

The  trend  of  the  infant,  neo-natal  and  perinatal  mortality  rates 
over  the  past  10  years  can  be  seen  by  reference  to  Table  8.

As  will  be  observed  from  Table  8 the  infant  mortality,  neo-natal 
mortality,  and  perinatal  mortality  rates  fluctuate  somewhat,  the  result 
of  dealing  statistically  with  small  numbers. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  however  showed  a heartening  and 
dramatic  decrease  compared  with  the  previous  year  (less  than  half). 
The  perinatal  mortality  rate  was  also  lower  than  in  1969  due  to  the 
very  low  early  neo-natal  mortality  rate,  even  though  there  was  a 
regrettable  increase  in  the  stillbirth  rate.

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

General  Mortality 

There  were  759  deaths  of  pcr.sons  of  all  ages  registered  during 
the  year  after  allowing  for  transferable  deaths  (inward  and  outward), 
50  more  than  in  1969.  This  gives  a crude  death  rate  of  12.7  per  1,000 
population.  The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.7. 
Because  the  rates  as  computed  take  no  account  of  differences  in  the 
age  and  sex  composition  of  the  population  in  question  (hence  the 
appellation  crude”),  where  as  a matter  of  common  experience  mortality 
is  correlated  both  to  age  and  sex,  comparisons  of  crude  rates  are  in- 
valid. Applying  the  area  comparability  factor  given  by  the  Registrar 
General  to  the  crude  death  rate  gives  a standardized  death  rate  of  11.2 
per  1,000  population.

In  Table  14  will  be  found  the  trend  of  notifications  over  the  last 
10  years. 

With  the  exception  of  Measles,  Infective  Jaundice  and  Food 
Poisoning,  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  con- 
tinued at  the  low  level  generally  experienced  in  this  County.  Cases  of 
Measles  were  reported  throughout  the  County  with  the  exception  of 
Aethwy  Rural  District,  the  total  being  403  and  the  highest  incidence 
since  1967  when  816  cases  were  notified.  The  63  cases  of  Infective 
Jaundice  occurred  mainly  in  the  Valley  Rural  and  Holyhead  Urban 
Districts  whereas  most  of  the  Food  Poisoning  notifications  were  related 

to  the  Aethwy  Rural  District.  • -ru-  • u 

There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria.  This  is  the 
21st  consecutive  year  in  which  no  confirmed  case  of  Diphtheria  has 
been  notified,  and  the  24th  consecutive  year  in  which  no  death  has 
occurred  from  this  disease.

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Venereal  Diseases 

One  new  case  of  syphilis,  13  of  gonorrlioea  and  63  of  other 
venereal  conditions  were  seen  at  the  Caernarvon  and  Anglesey  Clinic  or 
at  St.  David’s  Hospital  during  the  year. 

The  reported  incidence  of  both  gonorrhoea  since  1954  and  syphilis 
since  1958  in  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  has  been  most  disturbing. 

This  trend,  however,  has  not  been  apparent  in  Anglesey  as  Table 
16  shows,  although  there  has  been  a slight  increase  this  year  in  the 
incidence  of  gonorrhoea  and  other  venereal  conditions.

It  is  im|X)rtant  to  note  that  whereas  the  education  of  the  public 
relating  to  the  venereal  diseases  has  tended  to  stress  the  excellent 
results  obtained  by  treatment,  there  are  still  existing  deficiencies  and 
dangers,  particularly  from  failure  of  early  diagnosis,  and  the  fact  that 
a disease  of  unknown  cause  (so-called  non-gonococcal  or  non-specific 
genital  infection)  is  now  the  commonest  of  this  group  of  infections 
and  remains  highly  resistant  to  treatment.  The  resistance  to  treatment 
of  the  latter  is  not  generally  known  by  the  public  at  large.

ACTS 
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HEALTH  CENTRES 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  still  remained  only  one  Health 
Centre  in  the  County,  namely  Beaumaris,  which  was  opened  in 
January,  1969.  Two  years  have  now  elapsed  since  this  Health  Centre 
became  operational  and  it  is  most  gratifying  to  report  that  the  adapta- 
tion of  the  previous  clinic  premises  has  proved  to  be  a most  successful 
and  worthwhile  venture. 

As  reported  previously,  the  establishment  of  a Health  Centre  at 
Cemaes  Bay  was  completely  abandoned  due  to  the  high  cost  of  the 
project,  and  unfortunately  no  progress  was  made  throughout  the  year 
relating  to  the  proposed  Holyhead  Health  Centre.  I am,  however, 
delighted  to  report  that,  at  the  time  of  going  to  press,  negotiations 
reopened  early  in  1971,  the  general  measure  of  agreement  has  been 
such  as  to  warrant  the  project  proceeding  further,  and  that  it  is  hoped 
the  necessary  formal  approval  and  agreement  between  the  various 
interested  parties  will  be  successfully  concluded  before  the  end  of  1971. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


The  Council’s  proposals  under  this  heading  provide  for  vaccina- 
tion and  immunisation  against  the  following  diseases  to  be  made 
available  to  the  public : 

Smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis,  measles, 
tetanus,  and  rubella. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  referred  to  in  the  section  of  this  report 


dealing  with  tuberculosis.

"Booster”  doses  of  vaccine  were  also  given  to  children  during  the 

year  as  follows :

Single  or  combined  vaccines  were  used  according  to  the  need. 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Only  Sabin  oral  vaccine  was  used  during  1970.  920  children 

completed  a primary  course  of  vaccination  during  the  year,  and  956 
received  a reinforcing  dose  compared  with  627  and  1,694  respectively 
in  1969. 

Measles  Immunisation 

During  the  year  624  children  were  immunised  against  Measles 
compared  with  504  in  1969. 

Rubella  Immunisation 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  approval  was  given  to  the  inclusion 
of  Rubella  (German  Measles)  Immunisation  in  the  Immunisation/ 
Vaccination  programme.  This  particular  protective  measure  is  only 
available  to  girls  aged  11  years,  although  in  the  first  instance  it  was 
recommended  that  immunisation  be  offered  to  girls  aged  11  to  13 
years  inclusive.  Due  to  the  limited  availability  of  vaccine,  the  Rubella 
Immunisation  programme  was  delayed  until  early  1971.

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By  the  end  of  the  year  71.8  per  cent,  of  children  born  in  1969 
were  immuni.sed  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough,  70  per 
cent,  against  Poliomyelitis,  and  34.6  per  cent,  were  vaccinated  against 
Smallpox.  These  statistics,  however,  were  based  on  records  actually 
received,  but  following  a survey  the  Health  Visitors  reported  that  a 
further  64  children  born  in  1969  and  for  whom  no  records  had  been 
received,  had  in  fact  completed  primary  courses.  The  correct  per- 
centages in  respect  of  children  immunised  should,  therefore,  be  77.7 
per  cent,  for  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  and  76.8  per  cent,  for 
Poliomyelitis.

Smallpox  Vaccination 

During  the  year,  vaccination  records  received  indicated  that  493 
children  were  given  primary  vaccinations,  and  a further  22  children 
were  re-vaccinated  compared  with  510  and  46  respectively  in  1969. 
In  addition,  58  persons  over  the  age  of  15  years  were  given  primary 
vaccination  and  235  were  re-vaccinated,  compared  with  42  and  178 
respectively  in  1969. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

23  new  notifications  of  tuberculosis  (including  six  children)  were 
received  during  the  year  (19  respiratory  and  4 non-respiratory),  and  2 
deaths  were  registered.  In  addition  1 patient  suffering  from  respiratory 
tuberculosis  came  to  Anglesey  from  another  local  authority  area. 

Whilst  two  more  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  than  in  1969 
the  low  trend  of  the  past  three  years  was  maintained  in  1970. 

During  the  past  few  years  intensive  di.sease  detection  drives  have 
continued,  leading  to  a decrease  in  the  pool  of  undetected  cases  acting 
as  foci  of  infection. 


Admissions  to  hospitals  totalled  19  in  1970. 
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The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  for 
the  area  (Dr.  J.  Glyn  Jones) : 

"Having  contributed,  as  I thought,  the  final  instalment  of  my 
tubetculosis  reports  a year  ago,  I did  not  anticipate  that  I would  still 
be  holding  my  appointment  as  Chest  Physician,  albeit  on  a caretaker 
basis,  when  the  next  lot  of  comment  was  due.  I have  no  statistics  for 
1970,  but  my  impression  is  that  the  decline  in  incidence,  which  was 
a constant  feature  during  the  sixties,  has  now  been  halted,  if  there  is 
not  indeed  a slight  upward  trend  in  the  figures.  I believe  that  the 
position  is  being  held  from  getting  worse  by  the  excellent  work  of  the 
Health  Department  in  the  prompt  follow-up  of  contacts.  New  cases 
are  thus  being  discovered  and  treated  before  they  can  infect  others 
and  cause  an  epidemic  type  of  spread. 

"The  Mass  Radiography  Service  has  now  been  virtually  disbanded 
and  it  may  be  that  before  long  the  number  of  peripheral  chest  clinics 
will  be  diminished.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  current  plans  for 
re-organisation  of  local  authorities  and  of  the  health  services  will  not 
lead  to  a curtailment  of  the  good  work  being  done  in  the  preventive 
sphere  and  which  must  be  continued  if  ultimate  success  is  to  be 
achieved.”

In  Table  20  is  set  out  the  work  done  during  the  year  in  the 
routine  testing  and  vaccination  of  young  contacts  of  notified  cases  of 
tuberculosis.  Since  vaccinations  commenced  in  1949  a total  of  2,924 
contacts  have  been  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.

B.C.G,  Vaccination  of  Schoolchildren 

As  a preliminary  to  B.C.G.  vaccination  children  aged  between  13 
and  16  years  are  given  a multiple  puncture  tuberculin  test.  Those  that 
react  to  this  test  may  do  so  because  they  are  at  the  time  suffering  from 
the  disease  or  alternatively  the  positive  reaction  may  be  nothing  more 
than  the  last  remaining  evidence  of  an  infection  with  the  germ  of 
tuberculosis  acquired  at  some  time  in  the  past  and  long  since  over- 
come. A chest  X-ray  will  detect  current  disease  so  that  it  can  be 
treated. 
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In  1970  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  offered  to  children  attending 
County  Secondary  Schools  who  were  eligible  in  accordance  with  Welsh 
Board  of  Health  Circular  19/64.

It  was  considered  necessary  to  refer  two  children  with  positive 
skin  tests  results  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  further  investigation.  One 
chest  X-ray  result  was  satisfactory  but  the  other  child  was  subsequently 
notified  as  suffering  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculin  Testing  of  School  Entrants 

Since  1957  annual  routine  testing  of  primary  school  children  has 
been  carried  out.  The  test  used  is  the  Multiple  Puncture  Test  which 
is  applied  by  the  nursing  staff.  This  procedure  serves  several  purposes: 

(a)  It  facilitates  the  detection  of  those  children  who  are  likely  to 
be  suffering  from  tuberculosis; 

(b)  it  assists  in  assessing  the  level  of  infection  in  the  community; 

(c)  when  repeated  annually  it  indicates  when  a child  "converts" 
from  being  tuberculin  negative  to  tuberculin  positive  and  so 
selects  those  children  needing  surveillance; 

(d)  the  finding  of  a positive  reaction  in  a young  child  invariably 
assists  in  tracing  undiscovered  sources  of  infection  in  the 
community. 

Q-7T  consent  was  obtained  to  the  M.P.  test  being  given  to 

JU  (93-0%)  out  of  the  1,038  new  entrants  to  school  in  1970.  Of 
this  number  99  (10-2%)  were  found  to  be  positive  reactors.  This 
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group  of  positive  reactors  included  89  who  had  received  B.C.G.  vac- 
cination as  contacts  of  known  cases.  No  action  was  considered  neces- 
sary in  the  other  10  cases. 

348  "inward  transfers”  to  the  County  were  also  M.P.  te.sted,  306 
of  whom  were  found  to  have  a negative  reaction,  and  42  a positive 
reaction.  On  enquiry  it  was  found  that  26  of  this  latter  group  had 
previously  received  B.C.G.  vaccination.  No  action  was  considered 
necessary  in  the  remaining  16  cases. 

NURSING  SERVICES 

The  Council,  late  in  the  year,  resolved  to  reorganize  the  whole 
of  its  Nursing  Services  as  from  April,  1971.  This  involved  the  appoint- 
ment of  two  Nursing  Officers  at  first  line  management  level,  one  to 
direct  the  day  to  day  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  School  Health 
Visitors,  and  the  other  to  supervise  the  Home  Nurses  and  Nursing 
Auxiliaries.  They  were  both  to  be  responsible  to  the  Superintendent 
Nursing  Officer  as  she  was  then  known  (now  the  Director  of  Nursing 
Services).  Eleven  full-time  Nursing  Auxiliaries  were  to  be  appointed 
and  all  the  staff  attached  to  General  Practitioner  Group  Practices  with 
the  exception  of  the  three  School  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurse, 
each  of  whom  were  to  be  based  on  a secondary  comprehensive  school 
and  its  catchment  of  primary  schools.  The  latter  were  to  be  assisted 
by  one  patt-time  Clinical  Assistant  in  the  first  instance.

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The  domiciliary  nursing  service  staff  consists  of  17  nurses,  16  of 
whom  combine  home  nursing  with  midwifery.  The  county  is  divided 
into  12  nursing  districts.  Llangefni  and  Amlwch  each  have  two 
district  nurses,  one  concentrating  mainly  on  midwifery  and  the  other 
on  home  nursing. 

In  October,  1969,  three  domiciliary  nurses  were  fully  attached, 
one  to  each  of  the  three  general  practitioner  group  practices  on  Holy 
Island.  1 am  pleased  to  report  that  this  arrangement  continued 
throughout  the  year  and  has  proved  that  the  attachment  of  nursing 
staff  in  this  way  has  great  benefits  to  all  concerned,  staff  and  patients 
alike. 

In  1970  the  number  of  patients  visited  increased  by  92,  and  the 
number  of  visits  increased  by  2,107  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 


There  were  870  patients  who  at  the  time  of  the  first  visit  during 
the  year  were  aged  65  years  or  over,  and  21,186  visits  (i.e.,  62  8%  of 
the  total)  were  paid  to  these  cases.  Patients  receiving  more  than  24 
visits  during  the  year  numbered  332  (i.e.,  20‘3%  of  the  total  cases), 
and  they  received  19,154  visits. 

No  special  provision  is  made  for  the  home  nursing  of  sick  child- 
ren, but  421  visits  were  paid  to  67  children  under  the  age  of  5 at  the 
time  of  the  first  visit.  No  night  nursing  service  is  provided. 

The  scheme  for  supplying  disposable  sheets  to  incontinent  patients 
continued  throughout  the  year,  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
patients  themselves,  the  nurses  and  the  General  Practitioners.  This 
service  is  particularly  beneficial  in  a rural  county  such  as  Anglesey, 
where  it  would  be  very  expensive  and  extremely  difficult  to  organise 
any  form  of  laundry  service.  During  the  year  26,569  disposable  sheets 
were  issued  to  184  patients,  an  increase  of  approximately  T5%  over 
the  previous  year. 


Loan  of  Sick  Room  Equipment 

Each  district  nurse  holds  the  following  items  of  equipment  which 
she  may  issue  on  loan  free  of  charge  and  without  a deposit  being  paid : 
air  ring,  bed  pan,  bed  rest,  hot  water  bottle,  rubber  sheet,  urinal. 

More  expensive  items,  such  as  hoists,  commodes,  invalid  chairs, 
rubber  mattresses  etc.  are  stored  centrally  and  a refundable  deposit 
at  a variable  weekly  hire  charge  continues  to  be  made.

loan.

In  1970  94-9%  of  all  births  took  place  in  institutions. 

The  Council’s  midwives  attended  56  deliveries  during  the  year. 
Six  were  midwives’  booked  cases  and  50  were  doctors’  booked  cases, 
the  doctor  being  present  at  the  time  of  delivery  in  13  of  these  confine- 
ments. 

During  the  year  one  application  was  received  from  an  unmarried 
expectant  mother  for  admission  to  Bersham  Hall  for  ante-natal  cate 
and  confinement  and  this  was  granted. 


Analgesia  in  Domiciliary  Midwifery 

Existing  sets  of  gas  and  air  apparatus  were  withdrawn  from 
service  as  it  was  no  longer  considered  that  they  gave  the  best  form  of 
analgesia  in  labour,  being  particularly  deficient  in  the  amount  of 
oxygen  available  to  the  patient.  Trilene  apparatus  is  now  available  to 
all  the  staff. 

The  number  of  domiciliary  cases  who  received  gas  and  air  or 
trilene  analgesia  during  the  year  was  27,  and  in  addition  pethidine  was 
administered  in  21  instances.

year. 

Midwifery  Packs 

Alwut  one  gross  of  midwifery  packs  are  used  annually  for 
domiciliary  confinements  and  "early  discharge’’  cases  from  hospitals. 
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Domiciliary  Care  by  Midwives 

As  soon  as  the  expectant  mother  "books’’  for  her  confinement,  the 
midwife  undertakes  ante-natal  supervision  and,  unless  the  mother  is 
reluctant  to  attend,  all  midwives  in  the  county  service  are  instructed  to 
arrange  for  their  cases  to  be  seen  periodically  at  the  county  ante-natal 
clinics.  The  midwives  attend  with  their  cases.  In  addition,  they 
undertake  regular  ante-natal  supervision  of  all  persons  booked,  in  rhe 
patients’  homes.  Midwives  are  also  instructed,  subject  to  the  patients’ 
agreement,  to  inform  the  family  doctor  of  the  pregnancy.

Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  on  obtaining  the  services  of  a physio- 
therapist on  a part-time  basis  it  was  possible  to  commence  Relaxation 
Classes  at  the  Amlwch  Clinic  on  a Wednesday  afternoon  as  from 
September.  During  the  remainder  of  the  year  18  sessions  were  held 
and  there  was  a total  of  83  attendances  in  respect  of  19  expectant 
mothers,  an  average  attendance  of  five  persons  per  session. 

The  same  physiotherapist  also  undertook  physiotherapy  sessions 
at  the  Junior  Training  Centre,  Llangefni.

Infant  Welfare  Centres 

No  clinics  were  closed  during  the  year  and  no  new  clinics  were 
opened.  Unfortunately,  no  practical  progress  was  made  in  1970  with 
the  Health  Centre  proposed  for  Holyhead  and  as  a result  the  resources 
of  existing  clinics  held  at  St.  David’s  Priory  are  considerably  strained. 

The  medical  officers  held  234  clinic  sessions  and  health  visitors 
anorher  129  sessions. 

There  were  1,466  children  on  the  registers  during  1970  and  the 
total  attendance  numbered  5,659,  an  increase  of  84  compared  with 
1969.

Mr.  O.  C.  Jenkins,  the  Principal  Dental  Officer,  comments  on  our 
I>ental  Service  for  these  priority  groups  as  follows : — 

"As  I have  stated  in  previous  years,  we  in  Anglesey  are  fortunate 
to  have  fewer  under -five  year  old  patients  in  need  of  treatment  com- 
pared with  other  counties  in  the  United  Kingdom.  I believe  that  the 
reason  for  this  is  the  help  given  to  their  teeth  by  the  Anglesey  County 
Council’s  fluoridation  policy. 

"The  dental  and  medical  staffs  have  also  continued  to  impress  on 
the  mothers  the  need  for  good  oral  hygiene  and  good  diet. 

"The  undesirable  practice  amongst  some  mothers  of  giving  'dinky 
comforter  bottles’  to  their  young  infants  still  persists.  These  feeding 
bottles  filled  with  concentrated  vitamin  fruit  juices  and  in  some  cases 
with  sweetened  water  result  in  the  upper  incisors  becoming  grossly 
decayed  at  a very  young  age.”

Deafness  in  Young  Children 

The  importance  of  the  early  recognition  and  treatment  of  deafness 
cannot  be  exaggerated.  By  this  means  alone  can  the  resulting  dis- 
ability be  minimized.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Caernarvonshire 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  we  are  able  to  refer  cases  to  a clinic 
at  Bangor  held  by  Professor  Sir  Alexander  Ewing,  and  four  patients 
(two  new  cases)  attended  during  1970. 


One  child  under  the  age  of  5 years  was  in  attendance  at  a special 
school  during  the  year. 


Children  at  Risk 

Children  on  the  "At  Risk  Register”  are  kept  under  strict  super- 
vision and  development  assessments  are  carried  out  at  about  the  age 
of  one  year.  A number  of  children  are  removed  from  the  register 
following  this  assessment,  but  those  remaining  become  subject  to 
further  assessments  in  subsequent  years  or  as  often  as  appears  desirable. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  139  children  on  the  register. 


Congenital  Defects 

Babies  born  with  congenital  defects  come  to  our  notice  through 
the  medical  staffs  of  the  local  maternity  hospitals  and  through  our  own 
midwives  and  health  visitors.  This  system  works  satisfactorily  and 
20  babies  with  congenital  defects  were  registered  during  1970,  details 
of  which  are  shown  in  Table  30.

Phenylketonuria 

This  rare  inherited  disorder,  which,  untreated,  gives  rise  to  severe 
mental  subnormality,  can  usually  be  detected  at  an  early  age  by  a simple 
"nappy”  test.  In  1968,  however,  two  false  negatives  were  obtained 
and  this  disorder  of  metabolism  was  only  detected  some  months  later 
when  the  two  children  concerned  were  not  showing  the  progress  that 
was  expected  of  them  at  their  ages. 

On  1st  October,  1969,  therefore,  arrangements  were  made  in  con- 
junction with  the  Pathologist  at  the  Caernarvon  and  Anglesey  General 
Hospital  to  introduce  the  Guthrie  test  which  was  more  reliable.  How- 
ever, due  to  subsequent  developments  in  this  field,  arrangements  were 
made  during  1970  with  Professor  Mahler,  of  the  Medical  Unit  at  the 
Welsh  National  School  of  Medicine,  to  subject  specimens  of  urine- 
soaked  filter  papers  from  each  newborn  baby  to  the  "Woolf  Test.”  This 
supersedes  the  Guthrie  test  and  enables  the  detection  of  up  to  20  or 
more  disorders  of  metabolism  at  a very  early  age,  when  treatment  could 
be  expected  to  be  more  successful.  The  results  will  enable  the  scientists 
at  the  School  of  Medicine  to  determine  the  true  incidence  of  many 
metabolic  diseases  in  the  Principality  and  the  prevalence  of  certain 
abnormal  genes  in  the  population. 

Pending  the  introduction  of  the  "Woolf  Test”  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year,  611  Guthrie  tests  were  carried  out  and  although  it  was 
necessary  to  repeat  the  tests  in  respect  of  4 children,  I am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  results  of  all  the  tests  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  Of 
the  456  Woolf  tests  carried  out  further  tests  were  necessary  with  regard 
to  24  babies,  but  only  one  was  found  to  be  positive  and  related  to 
another  metabolic  disease  known  as  Histidinuria. 
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Cytology  Service 

The  cytology  clinics  which  were  established  in  May,  iy67,  con- 
tinued to  be  held  in  Amlwch,  Holyhead  and  Llangefni.  Lven  though 
the  existence  of  this  service  has  been  well  advertised  through  the 
local  women  s organisations,  attendances  have  been  most  disappointing 
tind  it  Wcis  found  necessary  to  reduce  the  number  of  sessions  from 
twice  to  once  monthly  at  each  centre. 

326  smears  were  taken  during  the  year,  live  of  which  were 
dubious,  none  was  positive. 

The  Medical  Officer  attending  the  Family  Planning  clinics  also 
continued  to  take  cervical  smears  as  in  the  past. 


Family  Planning  Service 

This  service  is  organised  through  the  agency  of  the  North  Wales 
Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association.  Clinics  are  held  at  Amlwch 
(twice  monthly),  Holyhead  (twice  monthly),  and  Llangefni  (weekly). 
I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  work  being 
carried  out  by  the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff  and  the  band  of 
voluntary  workers.  Advice  and  supplies  are  given  to  married  women, 
unmarried  mothers,  single  women  just  before  marriage,  and  other 
single  women  who  are  2 1 years  of  age  or  over. 

The  Council’s  .scheme  provides  for  free  advice  and  supplies  for 
those  considered  to  be  in  need  on  medical  or  social  grounds.

"persons  seen  before  marriage’’  and  those  "unmarried  over  21  years.” 
In  these  two  groups  the  total  cases  seen  was  three. 
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In  addition,  1 am  informed  by  the  Worth  Wales  Branch  of  the 
hainily  l-’lanning  Association  that  during  the  year  there  was  a total  of 
2,987  attendances  at  the  Bangor  clinic,  of  which  524  attendances  were 
related  to  Anglesey  patients.  No  statistics  are  available,  however,  with 
regard  to  the  number  of  individual  persons  who  actually  attended  the 
Bangor  clinic  from  Anglesey. 


The  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act  1948 

Playgroups  continued  to  prove  very  popular  and  during  the  year 
three  new  groups  were  registered  at  Trearddur  Bay,  Dwyran  and 
Holyhead,  and  two  playgroups  closed.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  15  such  groups  providing  accommodation  for  293  children  of 
under  school  age.  In  addition  there  were  four  registered  child  minders 
providing  accommodation  for  six  children. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  advises  on  the  formation  of  these 
groups  and  on  the  conditions  required  under  the  above  Act.  All  are 
duly  registered  and  regularly  inspected,  and  I would  wish  to  record 
my  thanks  to  the  responsible  persons  and  organising  committees  for 
their  co-operation. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

The  Service  is  provided  by  a Home  Help  Organiser,  one  Assistant 
Home  Help  Organiser,  two  whole  time  home  helps  and  180  part-time 
persons  employed  on  a casual  basis.  The  whole-time  equivalent  of 
these  casual  home  helps  would  be  54.  1 have  commented  previously 
on  the  very  rapid  expansion  that  has  occurred  in  this  service  over  the 
past  few  years.  This  expansion  continued  into  1970,  but  much  less 
than  in  the  previous  two  years.  In  1970,  421  persons  received 
assistance,  an  increase  of  9 6%  over  the  cases  helped  in  1969.  The 
corresponding  increases  in  1969  and  1968  were  18%  and  35% 
respectively.  The  number  of  new  cases  (158)  was  two  less  than  the 
previous  year.  During  the  year  83  cases  did  not  accept  the  services 
of  a home  help  when  this  was  offered.  It  is  still  of  concern,  however, 
that  in  all  probability  many  elderly  need  such  a service  and  have  not 
approached  the  Department  either  directly  or  indirectly.  Also  very 
few  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  appear  to  accept  the  fact  that  they 
also  can  avail  themselves  of  this  particular  service. 

The  total  number  of  hours  of  help  given  was  110,428  as  com- 
pared with  101,530  in  1969,  an  increase  of  8 8%  (181%  in  1969).

Of  the  421  persons  assisted  in  1970,  the  largest  group  was  the 
347  aged  and  infirm.  Chronic  sick  and  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  (30)  by  compari.son  were  few  in  number  and  the  remain- 
ing 44  recipients  were  a miscellaneous  group  which  included  the 
mentally  disordered  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

The  recruitment  of  home  helps  is  still  extremely  difficult,  possibly 
because  employment  is  offered  on  a part-time  basis  and  because  there 
is  also  a shortage  of  available  working  women  in  Anglesey,  as  the 
Industrialists,  who  have  established  factories  here,  well  know. 

It  was,  therefore,  proposed  to  engage  in  1971  a certain  number 
of  full-time  home  helps  and  provide  them  with  transport  so  as  to 
ensure  the  continued  provision  and  expansion  of  this  most  valuable 
service,  particularly  to  those  persons  living  in  isolated  cottages  and 
farms. 

In  November,  for  the  first  time,  a most  successful  meeting  of 
home  helps,  at  which  over  50  attended,  was  held  at  Shire  Hall.  The 
Home  Help  Service  and  allied  subjects  were  discussed  with  interest 
and  enthusiasm.

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CHIROPODY 

The  chiropody  scheme  functioned  satisfactorily,  with  all 
recipients  being  adequately  catered  for  throughout  the  county. 
Patients  are  able  to  obtain  treatment  from  the  chiropodist  of  their 
choice  selected  from  a small  number  of  qualified  chiropodists  who 
have  agreed  to  serve  on  a panel  for  the  purpose. 

A total  of  3,230  treatments  were  given  to  839  patients,  1,278  of 
which  were  given  in  the  patients'  own  homes,  and  1,952  in  the 
consulting  rooms  of  the  chiropodists.  In  addition  841  treatments 
were  given  to  175  of  the  residents  in  the  Council’s  Homes  for  the 
Aged. 

Although  the  scheme  provides  for  chiropody  treatment  for  expec- 
tant mothers,  handicapped  per.sons  and  the  aged,  in  practice  the 
demand  has  been  confined  almost  entirely  to  the  last  group. 

The  demand  in  1970  showed  an  increa.se  of  15.2%  and  relates  to 
increases  in  .surgery,  domiciliary  and  residential  home  treatments. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  ambulance  service  in  the  County  is  provided  from  four 
ambulance  stations,  one  of  which  is  also  the  ambulance  control. 

The  stations  at  Llangefni  (two  ambulances),  Holyhead  (Control 
and  three  ambulances)  and  Amlwch  (one  ambulance)  are  manned 
throughout  the  24  hours,  whilst  the  station  at  Llangoed  (one  ambulance) 
is  manned  from  8.00  a.m.  to  8.00  p.m.  daily. 

The  operational  staff  consists  of  a foreman  ambulance  driver/ 
control  room  attendant  and  23  driver/attendants,  and  ambulances 
operate  with  a two-man  crew  except  during  holidays  or  sick  leave, 
when  some  ambulances  have  to  be  despatched  with  a driver  only. 

During  the  year  15,305  patients  consisting  of  13,053  general  cases, 
1,318  emergency  admissions,  617  maternity,  312  road  traffic  accidents, 
and  5 with  infectious  diseases  were  conveyed  by  ambulance  and  sitting 
case  car  as  compared  with  14,110  in  1969.  Thus  during  1970  in  each 
period  of  24  hours,  the  average  number  of  patients  carried  was  42  and 
the  average  number  of  accident  and  emergency  cases  was  6. 

The  mileage  covered  was  362,076  as  compared  with  335,908  in 
the  previous  year.  The  average  mileage  |->er  journey  and  per  case 
carried  in  ambulances  showed  a decrease,  whikst  those  for  sitting  ca.se 

cars  increased.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  Mental  Health  Services  were  administered  by  the  Health 
Committee  through  the  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  which  met  quar- 
terly, the  County  Medical  Officer  being  the  Executive  Officer  in  charge 
of  the  service. 


Staff 


Both  the  Mental  Health  and  Social  Welfare  Services  were  accom- 
modated in  a single  Section  of  the  Department  and  the  full  establish- 
ment was  as  set  out  on  page  54.  The  combination  of  these  two 
services,  supported  by  one  administrative  unit,  form  a compact,  co- 
ordinated and  economically  administered  .section. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  the  mental  welfare  officers 


during  the  year  was  : 

To  mentally  ill  persons  1,609 

To  mentally  subnormal  patients  422 


The  number  of  persons  under  surveillance  at  31st  December,  1970, 
was  275. 

Since  1967  it  is  heartening  to  note  that  the  number  of  visits  by 
mental  welfare  officers  has  trebled  thus  providing  a more  intensive 
and  extensive  service  to  the  mentally  ill  and  mentally  subnormal. 


Admissions  to  Hospital 

( a)  Mentally  ill 

During  the  year  1 female  patient  was  admitted  to  hospital  under 
Section  25.  There  were  no  admissions  under  Section  26  and  20  males 
and  21  females  were  admitted  under  Section  29.  The  number  of 
informal  admissions  was  163  (70  males  and  93  females),  43  of  which 
were  arranged  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 

( b)  Subnormality 

No  cases  of  subnormality  were  admitted  under  an  Order  during 
the  year.  Arrangements  were,  however,  made  for  four  subnormal 
patients  to  be  admitted  to  hospitals  for  short  term  care.

It  is  doubtful  if  more  than  nine  of  these  cases  will  require  com- 
munity care. 

Residential  Accommodation 

There  is  still  a pressing  need  for  residential  accommodation  for 
patients  whom  the  hospitals’  medical  staffs  consider  fit  for  discharge 
into  the  community  but  who  cannot  be  discharged  as : 

(a)  they  have  no  home;  or 

(b)  relatives  are  unable  to  care  for  them. 

Some  of  these  patients  have  been  in  hospital  for  a number  of 
years. 

Llys  y Gwynt  Home  for  the  Elderly  Mentally  Confused  provides 
accommodation  for  21  persons  of  both  sexes.  During  the  year  7 
persons  were  admitted  and  8 were  discharged.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  10  persons  awaiting  admission. 

Efforts  to  implement  the  Boarding-Out  Scheme  which  was  adopted 
by  the  Council  in  1967,  continued  throughout  the  year.  It  is  very 
disappjointing  to  report  once  again  that  in  spite  of  advertising  and 
other  publicity  methods  it  was  not  possible  to  board-out  a single 
person.  °

The  supervision  of  the  mentally  subnormal  living  in  the  com- 
munity is  a part  of  the  duties  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer.  In 
Anglesey  these  duties  in  the  past  were  carried  out  by  Health  Visitors, 
and  more  recently  by  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  Health  Visitors. 
These  duties,  however,  were  transferred  to  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
staff  on  the  1st  January,  1970.  During  1970,  however.  Health  Visitors 
undertook  52  visirs,  and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  422  visits  to  these 
cases. 

I am  pleased  to  record  the  excellent  relationship  that  exists 
between  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  the  General  Practitioners  and 
Hospital  Consultants  in  the  area.  With  regard  to  General  Practitioners, 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  given  every  opportunity  to  visit  and  to 
di.scuss  cases  regularly  with  them  and  this  extremely  cordial  and  pro- 
fes.sional  relationship  is,  as  a consequence,  of  considerable  benefit  to  the 
patient.  Similarly  the  Consultant  Psychiatrists  encourage  them  to  visit 
patients  in  hospital  and  request  their  regular  attendance  at  the  Psychi- 
atric Out  Patients’  Clinics,  thus  enabling  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  to 
form  a better  and  much  clo.ser  personal  relation.ship  with  their  clients. 

Adult  Training  Centre,  Llangefni 

The  establishment  of  the  Adult  Training  Centre  was  maintained 
at  full  strength  throughout  the  year,  and  consists  of  the  Supervi.sor,  a 
Craftsman  and  a Craft.swoman.  Work  and  training  in  the  Centre  pro- 
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gressed  satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  at  the  31st  December  there 
were  23  male  and  7 female  adults  in  training.  A small  weekly  allow- 
ance which  varies  between  5s.  and  £1  is  paid  to  trainees  attending  the 
Centre,  based  on  attendance  and  not  on  individual  productivity. 

The  Centre  produces  a variety  of  goods,  such  as  seed,  lettuce  and 
tomato  boxes,  whale  hide  and  polythene  plant  pots,  punnets  and  wreath 
frames  for  the  horticultural  trade,  and  rugs,  nylon  coat  hangers,  rubber 
link  mats,  stools  and  various  other  articles  for  local  trade.  In  addition 
a considerable  amount  of  industrial  processing  and  assembly  work  is 
carried  out  for  local  industries.  I would  again  expre.ss  my  appreciation 
and  thanks  for  the  considerable  interest  shown  in  the  Centre  by  local 
tradespeople  and  industrialists. 

Junior  Training  Centre,  Llangefni 

The  establishment  consists  of  a Supervi.sor,  3 Assistant  Supervisors 
and  a Nursery  Assistant.  One  Assistant  Supervisor  was  granted  leave 
of  absence  towards  the  end  of  the  year  in  order  to  undertake  a 3 year 
training  course  and  the  temporary  vacancy  thus  created  was  filled  by  a 
trained  and  certificated  Infants  teacher.  During  the  year  7 children 
were  admitted  to  the  Centre  and  2 left,  one  having  moved  from  the 
County  and  the  other  returning  to  the  Educational  System.  At  the 
31st  December,  there  were  23  children  on  the  register. 

Due  to  the  kindness  and  generosity  of  one  of  the  local  residents, 
it  was  possible  to  make  arrangements  for  a group  of  children  attending 
the  Centre  to  have  Pony  Riding  lessons  and  so  provide  an  additional 
outdoor  activity  which  the  children  found  to  be  both  enjoyable  and 
exhilarating.  A total  of  8 children,  each  fully  equipped  with  riding 
clothes,  commenced  Pony  Riding  les.sons  in  June  and  in  groups  of  4, 
each  group  accompanied  by  a teacher,  attended  one  afternoon  a week 
until  November  when  lessons  ceased,  due  to  poor  weather  conditions, 
until  the  following  Spring. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  on  being  successful  in  obtaining  the 
services  of  a Physiotherapist  on  a part-time  basis,  it  was  possible  as 
from  September  to  provide  physiotherapy  treatment  on  one  morning 
a week  to  those  children  who  were  physically  handicapped  and  would 
benefit  from  such  treatment.  A total  of  7 children  received  treatment 
at  the  Centre  where  15  sessions  were  held.  The  average  attendance 
per  session  was  4. 

Considerable  interest  is  shown  by  young  girls  preparing  for  a 
career,  especially  those  from  nearby  training  colleges,  in  the  work  of 
teaching  mentally  handicapped  children.  Steady  progress  has  continued 
to  be  maintained  during  the  year  and  the  children  enjoyed  various 
outings,  parties  and  film  shows,  which  are  now  a regular  part  of  the 
curriculum. 

Sincere  and  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  many  various  groups 
of  children,  local  industrial  firms,  other  organisations  and  voluntary 
bodies  for  their  generous  gifts  and  donations  to  the  Centre. 


Part  III 

WELFARE  SERVICES 
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WELl-AKE  SERVICES 


'I'lic  Council’s  rcs|x)nsihiliry  for  the  provision  of  welfare  services 
stood  referred  to  the  Mealth  Committee,  who  ap|x)inted  a Welfare  Sub- 
C.ommittc'c  to  deal  with  these  functions.  There  was  no  separate 
Welfare  Department,  these  services  bein^  combined  with  the  health 
services  to  form  an  integrated  Health  and  Welfare  Department  under 
the  control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  who  was  al.so  designated 
County  Welfare  Officer. 

I he  functions  of  the  welfare  services  arc: 

(a)  the  provision  of  accommodation  ; 

(i)  for  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  because  of  age, 
infirmity,  etc. 

(ii)  temporarily,  and  in  certain  circumstances,  for  persons  in 
urgent  need  thereof. 

(b)  the  provision  of  welfare  services  for  the  blind  and  partially 
sighted,  the  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing,  and  general  handi- 
capped classes  of  persons; 

(c)  the  provision  of  general  care  to  the  aged. 

For  convenience  and  efficiency,  the  welfare  and  mental  health 
services  functioned  as  one  section  of  the  Department.  The  establish- 
ment of  this  section,  which  includes  and  is  supported  by  an  administra- 
tive unit,  is  a Senior  Welfare  Officer,  2 Social  Welfare  Officers,  4 Mental 
Welfare  Officers,  a Welfare  Officer  for  the  Blind,  an  Occupational 
Therapist  and  a Welfare  Officer  for  the  Deaf,  the  latter  being  employed 
on  an  agency  basis  with  the  Chester  and  North  Wales  Society  for  the 
Deaf. 


riic  Provision  of  Accoiiiinodatioii 

At  the  end  of  the  year  accommodation  under  Part  111  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  w;is  available  at  Park  Mount,  Llangefni 
(26  beds),  Garreglwyd,  Holyhead  (45  beds),  Brwynog,  Amlwch  (30 
beds).  Haulfre,  Llangoed  (25  beds),  the  adaptations  having  been 
completed,  was  opened  for  residents  on  10th  February,  1970.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  8 applicants  awaiting  admission  to  the 
Council’s  residential  accommodation. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  admissions  to,  and  discharges 
from,  the  Homes  during  the  year,  and  includes  15  persons  admitted 
for  "short-term”  care  only.

Dilliculty  continued  to  be  experienced  in  the  recruitment  of  suit- 
able staff  in  all  grades  and  as  a result  considerable  stress,  placed  upon 
the  administrative  and  senior  care  staff,  was  further  accentuated  by 
illness  and  resignations. 

The  residents  in  the  Homes  enjoy  a number  of  amenities  such  as 
"llyfrau  print  bras”  (large-print  books)  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
County  Librarian,  Chiropody  treatment,  film  shows,  outings,  and  con- 
certs provided  by  local  choirs  and  other  voluntary  bodies.  A number 
of  pupils  from  some  of  the  comprehensive  schools  also  undertake 
regular  visits  to  the  Homes  to  help  with  teas,  talk  to  the  residents,  etc. 
During  the  year  15  persons  were  admitted  to  various  Homes  for  short- 
term care  and  so  enable  relatives  who  normally  care  for  them  to  go  on 
holiday,  or  because  relatives  caring  for  them  had  to  be  admitted  to 
hospital. 


Close  and  cordial  relations  continued  throughout  the  year  with  the 
hospital  geriatric  services  and  1 would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr. 
Penrhyn  Jones,  the  Consultant  Geriatrician,  and  his  staff  for  their 
ready  co-operation  at  all  times. 


The  Council  exercised  their  powers  under  the  Act  to  maintain 
during  1970  five  persons  in  accommodation  provided  by  voluntary 
organisations  and  other  local  welfare  authorities  outside  the  county.

As  will  be  seen  from  Table  41,  the  number  of  registered  blind 
persons  increased  by  9 during  the  year.  There  are  48  persons  regis- 
tered as  partially  sighted,  all  of  whom  are  visited  periodically  by  the 
social  welfare  officer  for  the  blind.  The  majority  have  failing  eyesight 
due  to  advancing  age  or  congenital  causes,  and  may,  subsequently,  on 
re-examination,  become  registered  as  blind.

Four  girls  and  two  boys  are  on  the  Blind  Register,  three  of  whom 
are  attending  special  residential  schools  for  the  blind. 

Three  blind  persons  were  in  "open”  employment,  two  of  whom 
were  employed  as  factory  operatives  and  one  as  a business  executive. 
There  was  also  one  female  home  worker. 

The  Social  Welfare  Officer  undertook  540  visits  to  registered  blind 
persons  and  70  visits  to  persons  under  observation. 

A number  of  articles  made  by  pastime  workers  are  sold  through 
the  agency  of  the  North  Wales  Society  for  the  Blind. 

Summer  outings  were  again  organised  while,  in  addition  to 
sponsoring  them,  the  North  Wales  StKiety  for  the  Blind  provided 
funds  for  Christmas  parties  and  gifts  to  each  blind  person.  The  Society 
also  provided  a birthday  gift  for  nonagenarians. 

Talking  books  are  still  in  great  demand  and  each  request  is 
granted  when  a machine  is  available.  Readers  are  particularly  delighted 
with  25  Welsh  books  which  have  been  recorded  by  the  North  Wales 
Society  for  the  Blind. 
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Welfare  of  the  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing 


Under  the  Council’s  scheme  the  Chester  and  North  Wales  Society 
for  the  Deaf  continued  to  act  as  the  authority’s  agents.  During  the 
year  248  visits  were  made  by  the  Society’s  staff.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  1 deaf  and  4 partially  hearing 
children  attending  residential  special  schools. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Middleton,  Secretary/Superintendent,  Chester  and 
North  Wales  Society  for  the  Deaf,  comments  as  follows : — 

"To  be  deprived  of  hearing  at  birth  or  in  early  childhood  does  not 
mean  simply  that  a person  cannot  hear;  a chain  reaction,  in  fact,  is  set 
up,  one  of  the  most  serious  effects  being  that  upon  education. 

"A  normal  hearing  child,  at  the  age  of  five  and  prior  to  going  to 
school,  has  a vocabulary  of  about  two  thousand  words  which  he  can 
use  to  communicate  with  those  around  him,  to  make  his  presence  felt 
(and  how  well  he  can  do  that)  and  to  ensure  that  his  requirements 
are  appreciated  by  the  right  people.  The  deaf  child  of  five,  on  the 
other  hand,  has  at  the  most,  a vocabulary  of  five  hundred  words;  this 
despite  the  fact  that  he  has  probably  been  at  school  for  twelve  to 
eighteen  naonths  during  which  time  teachers  have  worked  very  hard 
teaching  him  to  recognise  and  to  say  words.  Even  with  constant  and 
devoted  individual  attention  however,  it  takes  one  month  for  a child  to 
recognise  one  word  and  six  months  to  learn  to  say  it. 
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Tins  handicap  is  not  one  which  will  lessen  through  the  yearsi 
in  fact,  the  opposite  is  the  case.  It  is  obvious  then,  that  at  the  age  of 
sixteen,  employment  is  going  to  be  more  difficult  for  a deaf  youngster 
than  for  his  hearing  brother.  This  is  not  to  say  that  deaf  people  are 
incapable  of  employment;  given  the  chance,  they  prove  to  be,  in  the 
main,  extremely  satisfactory  workers.  The  stumbling  block  lies  in  two- 
way  communication,  i.e.,  receiving  and  transmitting. 

It  is  the  moral  obligation  of  the  hearing  world  not  to  segregate 
the  deaf  but  to  integrate.  This  can  be  done  by  treating  deaf  people 
as  normal  human  beings  whilst  accepting  that  the  onus  of  ensuring 
that  what  is  said  is  understood  by  the  deaf  rests  with  the  hearing 
world.  It  is  extremely  important  to  remember,  in  this  connection, 
that  a large  number  of  words,  both  in  sound  and  in  lip  formation,  are 
very  similar.” 

Welfare  of  the  General  Classes  of  Handicapped  Persons 

At  rhe  end  of  the  year  there  were  494  people  on  the  Register  of 
Handicappd  Persons,  an  increase  of  14  as  compared  with  1969.  In 
addition  there  were  a further  129  persons  whose  names  were  placed  on 
a supplementary  register. 

During  the  year  the  Social  Welfare  Officers  undertook  2,657  visits 


to  the  following : — 

Handicapped  Persons  1,673 

Aged  Persons  468 

Social  Clubs  54 

Others  (this  category  includes  visits  to  persons’ 
relatives,  attendances  at  meetings,  talks  given,  etc.)  462 


221  aids  and  gadgets  were  issued  to  handicapped  persons  on  free 
loan  during  the  year,  making  a total  of  382  aids  on  loan  at  the  31st 
December. 

There  are  three  Clubs  for  Handicapped  Persons,  one  each  at 
Holyhead,  Llangefni  and  Amlwch.  These  clubs  are  a source  of  great 
pleasure  and  interest  to  the  handicapped  who,  apart  from  having  some- 
where to  go  twice  a month,  enjoy  making  friends  with  other  members, 
learn  craft  work,  listen  to  talks  and  watch  films.  Summer  Outings, 
Christmas  parties,  etc.,  are  also  greatly  appreciated  and  enjoyed. 

Co-operation  with  voluntary  bodies  was  maintained  during  the 
year,  one  of  which  has  undertaken  the  provision  of  social  amenities  for 
a group  of  Old  Age  Pensioners’  Bungalows.  The  British  Red  Cross 
Society  continued  transporting  handicapped  persons  to  and  from  the 
Social  Club  at  Llangefni,  and  this  service  is  greatly  appreciated.  A 
number  of  handicapped  persons  were  given  practical  help  by  the 
Anglesey  Society  for  the  Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons  and  Welfare 
Officers  of  rhe  Spasrics  Society  visited  a number  of  spastics  in  rhe 
county. 
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Whilst  considering  the  emphasis  placed  on  the  provision  of 
Welfare  Services  to  various  categories  of  adults,  including  the  general 
handicapped,  all  such  persons  are  placed  on  a register  and  every 
endeavour  is  made  to  provide  facilities,  aids,  gadgets,  etc,  appropriate 
to  the  particular  disability.  There  are,  however,  two  other  groups  of 
persons  who  do  nor  fall  into  the  "adult”  category  as  a result  of  which 
there  is  a general  tendency  for  them  to  be  excluded  from  registration 
and  so  they  derive  no  benefit  whatsoever  from  any  of  the  resources  or 
facilities  available  from  the  Welfare  Services.  These  particular  groups 
are  school  children  well-known  to  the  School  Health  Service  and 
children  under  five  years  suffering  from  major  disabilities. 

It  is,  therefore,  essential  that  there  should  be  very  close  liaison 
and  co-ordination  with  the  new  Social  Services  Department  whose 
registration  of  such  children  should  ensure  that  the  provision  of  any 
services  needed  is  made  available  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Occupational  Therapy 

The  Occupational  Therapist  continued  visiting  Residential  Homes, 
Social  Clubs  etc.,  for  the  general  handicapped  as  well  as  domiciliary 
visits  to  the  housebound.  During  the  year  773  domiciliary  visits  to  70 
physically  and  mentally  handicapped  persons,  124  visits  to  Residential 
Homes,  54  visits  to  Social  Clubs  and  16  visits  to  the  Sheltered  Housing 
Schemes  were  made. 

In  spite  of  repeated  advertisements  it  was  not  possible  to  obtain 
the  second  Occupational  Therapist  provided  for  in  our  establishment. 
It  therefore  may  become  necessary,  in  order  to  expand  the  service,  to 
appoint  a Craft  Teacher  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  success  of  the  service  is  entirely  due  to  the  enthusiasm  and 
encouragement  given  by  the  staff  concerned  to  the  aged  and  handi- 
capped. 

Meals  on  Wheels 

During  the  year  the  provision  of  a meals-on-wheels  service  com- 
menced in  Valley  and  Llandegfan,  in  addition  to  the  service  already 
provided  in  Amlwch,  Beaumaris,  Holyhead,  Llangefni,  Menai  Bridge, 
Bodedern  and  Llanfairpwll.  The  sources  of  supply  and  the  means  of 
distribution  vary  from  place  to  place  according  to  the  availability  of 
local  facilities.  Some  meals  are  cooked  by  the  volunteers  themselves, 
others  are  supplied  from  school  canteens  and  other  council  kitchens, 
whilst  in  one  case  a local  firm  supplies  the  meals  from  their  canteen 
during  school  holidays.  The  distribution  is  carried  out  in  all  cases  by 
local  volunteers.  In  two  centres  luncheon  clubs  are  also  held.  The 
recipients  wete  charged  1/-  per  meal  and  normally  two  meals  are 
supplied  weekly.  There  were  12,521  meals  supplied  in  1970  as  com- 
pared with  11,277  in  1969,  an  increase  of  11%. 
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The  Council  owes  a considerable  debt  of  ^»ratitude  to  the  W.R.V.S., 
Associated  Octel  Company,  Sutcliffe  Catering  Co.  (Northern)  Ltd.,  and 
the  bands  of  voluntary  workers  in  Amlwch,  Menai  Bridge,  Llandegfan 
and  Bodedern  for  the  excellent  work  they  are  doing,  often  at  great 
inconvenience  to  themselves  and  their  families;  also  to  the  Sch<K)l 
Canteen  staffs  and  the  staff  of  the  Training  Centre  kitchen. 

The  service  from  Llys-y-Gwynt  continued  throughout  the  year, 
484  meals  being  provided  from  this  source,  as  compared  with  728  in 
1969. 

Following  the  opening  of  Haulfre,  arrangements  were  made, 
during  school  holiday  periods  for  meals  to  be  provided  from  this 
source.  As  from  July  238  meals  were  provided  to  the  Beaumaris  area 
and  1 1 to  the  Llandegfan  area  as  from  December. 

Housing  Schemes  for  the  Aged 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  21  special  bungalow  or  flat 
schemes,  with  266  units  of  accommodation,  for  the  aged  in  the  county, 
of  which  12  such  schemes  incorporated  a warden  service.  The  Llan- 
fawr  (Holyhead)  scheme  adjoins  the  Home  for  the  elderly  mentally 
confused  (Llys-y-Gwynt),  and  the  matron  also  acts  as  warden  to  this 
scheme.  There  is  also  a similar  scheme  in  Amlwch  adjoining  Brwynog 
Home  for  the  Aged.  The  County  Council  has  agreed  to  pay  the 
Housing  Authorities  an  annual  grant  per  bungalow  or  flat  of  approved 
accommodation,  for  a period  of  60  years  as  follows : 

(a)  £13  in  a few  schemes  approved  in  the  early  stages  of  the 
development  of  the  service,  approximately  12  years  ago, 
without  any  warden  or  ancillary  welfare  services. 

(b)  £13  where  there  is  a warden  and  the  county  welfare  authority 
provides  the  ancillary  welfare  services. 

(c)  £35  for  schemes  where  there  is  a warden  and  the  Housing 
Authority  provides  the  ancillary  welfare  services. 

The  ancillary  welfare  services  include  such  items  as  a call-bell 
system,  social  visits  by  the  warden,  a communal  lounge,  a guest  bed- 
room for  use  by  relatives  visiting  the  aged  during  sickness,  etc. 

The  warden  service  is  invaluable  and  essential.  Each  warden 
occupies  a house  or  flat  free  of  rent  and  in  order  to  encourage  the 
provision  of  ancillary  services  the  Council  pays  £1  per  week  for  en- 
couraging social  functions  in  the  communal  lounge,  and  a further  £1 
if  they  undertake  to  shop  or  accompany  residents  to  the  debtor’s  surgery 
in  times  of  illness. 

These  Schemes  are  proving  very  successful  and  undoubtedly  do 
much  to  reduce  the  demand  for  accommodation  in  the  Council  s Homes 
for  the  Aged. 


Part  IV 

ENVIRONMENTAL 
HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS 
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MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS 

The  County  Council,  as  Food  and  Drugs  authority,  is  responsible 
for  the  licensing  of  all  dealers  (including  processors)  in  Untreated, 
Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk,  and  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Regula- 
tions applicable  thereto.  These  duties  are  performed  by  officers  of  the 
Consumer  Protection  Department  on  behalf  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  who  is  the  responsible  officer. 

In  previous  years  I have  had  cause  to  make  adverse  comment  upon 
the  number  of  cases  by  which  milk  had  been  placed  in  inadequately 
cleansed  bottles.  In  the  previous  year,  dairies  were  fined  a total  of 
£110  after  four  prosecutions  but,  during  the  year  under  review,  only 
two  instances  came  to  the  Council’s  attention  where  milk  had  been 
contaminated  by  an  inadequately  cleansed  bottle;  these  were  dealt  with 
by  "Caution.” 

At  31st  December,  1970,  169  persons  held  dealers’  licences  auth- 
orising the  use  of  a special  designation  in  relation  to  the  sale  of  milk. 

233  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  submitted  for  examination. 
All  were  reported  as  being  adequately  heat  treated  but  10  unsatisfac- 
tory reports  for  keeping  quality  were  received.  388  samples  of  Un- 
treated Milk  from  retail  supplies  were  also  examined,  51  of  which 
failed  the  prescribed  tests.  Those  failures  from  milk  producer- 
retailers  were  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  for  appropriate  action.  In  so  far  as  dealers’  samples  were  con- 
cerned, both  for  Pasteurised  and  Untreated  Milk,  the  cause  of  failures 
was  generally  slackness  in  storage  conditions. 

166  samples  were  examined  for  butter-fat  and  solids-not-fat.  In 
no  case  was  it  felt  necessary  to  take  a follow-up  sample,  and  this 
reflects  favourably  on  the  producers  in  the  County. 
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THE  CONTROL  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

Report  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Thomas,  M.I.W.M.A.,  Chief  Inspector  of  the 
Department  of  Consumer  Protection  upon  the  administration  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  other  allied  duties. 


Labelling  of  Food  Regulations,  1970 

These  Regulations  which  become  fully  operative  on  1st  January, 
1973,  should  strengthen  those  Sections  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955,  which  deal  with  false  descriptions  of  foodstuffs. 

Many  manufacturers  are  already  labelling  their  food,  so  as  to 
comply  in  advance  with  these  new  Regulations.  The  Regulations  deal 
specifically  with  claims  relating  to  vitamin  and  calorie  content.

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A summary  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  and  of  the  action  taken 
is  as  follows ; 

BABY  FOOD  (4) 

These  samples  were  reported  "not  genuine”  because  of  a technical 
defect  in  labelling,  i.e.,  the  use  of  the  generic  term  "fruit  acid,”  instead 
of  the  specific,  such  as  "citric,”  "tartaric”  or  "Malic  acid.” 

In  all  the  21  samples,  the  Public  Analyst  was  a.sked  to  ascertain 
the  percentage  of  Mono.sodium  Glutamate.  12  samples  were  reported 
to  contain  this  chemical  in  iunounts  varying  from  0.03%  to  0.66%. 

The  Public  Analyst  reports  : — 

"Monosodium  glutamate  has  recently  been  mentioned  in  the 
national  press  because  of  incidents  having  arisen  of  sickness  caused  by 
eating  highly  spiced  foods,  particularly  in  Chinese  restaurants.  The 
malady  has  been  nick-named  "Chinese  Restaurant  Syndrome,”  but  its 
scientific  name  is  "Kwock’s”  disease,  after  the  Eastern  gentleman  who 
first  recognised  the  connection  between  consuming  large  amounts  of 
mono.sodium  glutamate  (M.S.G.)  and  the  sickness.  M.S.G.  is  a natur- 
ally occurring  amino  acid  and  is  present  in  all  protein.  When  con- 
sumed in  normal  quantities  it  will  have  no  adverse  effect  on  the  human 
body,  but  because  of  its  property  of  giving  a very  pleasant  spicy  taste 
to  all  savoury  foods  it  is  added  in  quite  large  quantities.  Concern  in 
America  has  led  to  its  withdrawal  from  baby  foods,  and  one  large 
British  manufacturer  of  such  foods  does  not  use  it. 

"A  threshold  adult  dose  of  from  1 to  12  grams  has  been  reported, 
but  in  infants  it  is  not  known  whether  they  suffer  from  the  complaint 
or,  if  so,  how  much  M.S.G.  would  be  a dangerous  dose. 

"Some  of  the  baby  foods  reported  to  you  contained  enough  M.S.G. 
to  provide  1 gram  in  about  150  grams  of  the  food.  Whether  this 
amount  is  significant  or  not  must  remain  a medical  problem.” 

In  so  far  as  our  samples  are  concerned,  vegetable,  and  lamb  and 
liver  baby  foods  contained  the  highest  percentage — 0.66  and  0.32.  I 
would  suggest  thuit  this  is  a matter  which  might  be  referred  to  the 
County  Councils’  Association  for  further  investigation. 

BEEF  (corned) 

This  was  a tin  of  corned  beef  in  which  was  deeply  embedded  a 
piece  of  cotton  fabric  with  Spanish  in.scription.  As  the  canning  plant 
was  licensed  by  the  Argentinian  Government  the  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Argentinian  Embassy. 

BREAD 

A crust  of  bread  containing  foreign  matter  which  consisted  of 
the  filter  tip  of  a cigarette.  The  bakers  were  fined  £20  and  costs. 
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BREAD/SCONES  ami  BU'ETER  (3) 

These  samples  were  reported  to  contain  a mixture  of  butter  and 
vegetable  fat.  These  were  formal  samples,  and  our  follow-up  action 
indicated  that  the  practice  had  ceased. 


CHICKEN  (cooked) 

This  was  a complaint  arising  from  food  supplied  to  a canteen  and 
was  possibly  caused  through,  either  faulty  refrigeration,  or,  by  being 
allowed  to  thaw  out  and  then  being  re-frozen.  As  it  was  not  po.ssible 
to  di.scover  where  the  fault  occurred,  general  advice  was  given.  In 
handling  frozen  meat  products  in  particular,  it  is  essential  that  they 
are  not  allowed  to  thaw  out  and  then  re-frozen.  Such  commodities 
should  not  be  taken  out  of  deep-freeze  cabinets  and  then  exposed  for 
sale.  Particular  attention  should  be  given  when  refrigerator  or  freez- 
ing plant  fails. 

MEAT  PIE 

Contaminated  with  mould.  This  was  supplied  to  a canteen. 
Investigations  indicated  that  we  were  not  in  a position  to  prove  that 
the  fault  lay  with  the  wholesalers.  Under  the  circumstances  it  was  felt 
that  proceedings  against  the  canteen  proprietors  were  not  warranted. 
Arising  from  this,  however,  the  system  of  supply  was  completely  re- 
organised .so  that  the  cooked  meat  products  were  date-marked  and  none 
were  supplied  over  twenty-four  hours  old. 

MILK  (2) 

Instances  in  which  milk  had  been  put  into  dirty  or  uncleansed 
bottles.  As  the  bottling  plant  was  situated  outside  the  County,  the 
details  were  referred  to  the  appropriate  licensing  authorities. 

POTATO  Pi? ODUCT5’— Prepacked  (2) 

Packets  of  mashed  potato  which  were  incorrectly  described.  This 
was  quite  a technical  matter  and  has  been  remedied  by  a reprint  of 
the  label. 

A sample  of  potato  crisps  described  as  "now  with  added  protein” 
was  found  to  contain  insufficient  protein  to  justify  the  claim.  Product 
withdrawn. 


BITTER  LEMON 

A .specimen  of  soft  drink  containing  foreign  matter  due  to  a 
faulty  coating  on  the  bottle  cap.  Manufacturer  "cautioned.” 
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SPIRIT 

A sample  of  Gin  reported  to  contain  4.696  of  extraneous  water. 
Retailer  pro.secuted  and  given  a conditional  discharge  on  payment  of 
£11  costs. 


Ice  Cream 

156  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  examination  with 
the  result  that  101  were  classified  as  Grade  1,  38  as  Grade  2,  13  as 
Grade  3 and  1 as  Grade  4;  there  were  3 samples  void. 


PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT,  1933 

Shopkeepers  who  are  not  qualified  Pharmaceutical  Chemists  are 
required  to  be  registered  with  the  County  Council  to  sell  certain  sub- 
stances listed  as  Poisons;  these  include  agricultural  sprays,  etc.  72 
persons  are  so  registered  with  the  Council.  In.spections  of  premises 
have  been  combined  with  other  administrative  visits.

Water  Supplies 

Under  the  Anglesey  County  Council  (Water,  etc.)  Act,  1944,  the 
functions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  supply  of  piped 
water,  were  delegated  by  the  eight  district  councils  in  the  area  to  the 
County  Council.  The  piped  water  supply  throughout  the  county  was 
satisfactory  in  quantity  and  in  bacteriological  quality  throughout  the 
year. 


There  are,  however,  a number  of  private  wells  still  in  use,  and 
some  are  polluted,  the  users  of  which  have  been  warned  to  boil  the 
water  before  drinking. 

Sampling  of  the  raw  water  before  entry  into  the  treatment  plant 
is  carried  out  by  the  Water  Engineer.  Of  the  50  samples  of  raw  water 
taken  from  the  Cefni  reservoir,  all  were  contaminated  and  49  out  of 
the  51  samples  of  treated  water  from  the  plant  proved  satisfactory.  52 
samples  of  treated  water  from  the  Llyn  Alaw  plant  were  satisfactory, 
whilst  one  was  unsatisfactory. 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  County 
Water  Engineer  and  Manager  : — 


Direct  labour  mainlaying  work  covered  a distance  of  13  9 miles 
during  the  year  and  included  some  3'0  miles  of  trunk  mains.  A 
further  instalment  of  the  5 year  programme  of  uneconomic  main 
extensions  was  put  into  operation  and  several  local  extensions  were 
completed.  The  result  of  these  works  (7-6  miles)  will  be  to  bring  piped 
water  for  the  first  time  to  several  areas  in  the  parishes  of  Llanbadrig, 
Llandrygarn,  Bodwrog  and  Llanrhuddlad. 
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New  housing  schemes  in  various  districts  involved  3 3 miles  of 
new  main.

Fluoridation 


Fluoridation  of  the  Cefni  and  Llyn  Alaw  water  supplies  was 
maintained  at  a satisfactory  level  without  difficulty,  and  the  whole 
county  is  supplied  with  fluoridated  mains  water.  From  time  to  time, 
however,  local  supplies  still  have  to  be  brought  into  use  which  dilute 
the  fluoride  level  in  the  water  in  those  localities. 


Sampling 

Water  sampling  is  carried  out  twice  weekly  and  all  the  county  is 
covered  at  two  to  three-weekly  intervals  with  ffie  exception  of  Holy- 
head,  where  the  supply  is  sampled  weekly.  Sampling  points  are  varied 
from’time  to  time  and  if  unsatisfactory  samples  are  obtained,  concen- 
trated sampling  is  carried  out  in  the  area. 

The  sampling  is  carried  out  in  pairs  from  premises  in  close 
proximity  to  each  other  so  as  to  eradicate  as  far  as  possible  misleading 
results  due  to  technical  or  other  faults.  Where  one  of  the  pair  shows 
a result  below  Class  I the  higher  classification  is  the  one  taken  as 
correct  for  the  purposes  of  Table  47. 


The  County  Water  Engineer  receives  a weekly  summary  of  the 
results.  He  is  also  informed  immediately  an  unsatisfactory  result  is 
received  and  close  co-operation  exists  in  trying  to  ascertain  the  cause 
and  effect  a remedy.

Sewage  Disposal 

This  is  a function  of  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Beaumaris  and 
of  the  Urban  and  Rural  District  Councils.  My  colleagues,  the  two 
District  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  have  very  kindly  submitted  the 
following  commentaries  on  the  position  in  their  areas  at  the  end  of 
1970  which  I am  pleased  to  include  in  this  Report:  — 

Dr.  G.  H.  Browse  Roberts,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
Northern  Sanitary  Districts,  states:  — 


"AMLWCH  URBAN  DISTRICL  COUNCIL: 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  year  1970  correspondence  and  discussions 
were  taking  place  between  the  Council  and  their  Consulting  Engineers 
relative  to  the  Main  Sewer  Outfall. 


"TWRCELYN  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL : 

"Pensarn. — The  Ministerial  Public  Enquiry  relative  to  the  Council’s 
wi.sh  to  construct  a comprehensive  sewerage  scheme  for  this  area 
(which  encompasses  Penysarn,  Nebo  and  Pengorffwysfa  and  is  allied 
to  the  popular  region  of  Llaneilian  Bay)  was  held  in  November  of 
1967.  Subsequently  although  the  Ministry  gave  "technical  approval” 
that  approval  amounted  to  nothing  in  actuality,  because  financial  loan 
consent  was  refused.  However  the  Council  correctly  persisted  in  their 
insistence  upon  the  need  for  such  a scheme,  bearing  in  mind  that  this 
1.S  the  hinterland  area  for  summer  holiday-makers  centering  upon 
Llaneilian  Bay,  it  being  estimated  that  the  winter  population  of  700  is 
nearly  doubled  in  summer  time.  Proverbially  towndwellers  are  more 
proHigate  of  water  usage  than  country  people  and  it,  therefore,  follows 
that  there  is  correspondingly  more  sullage  to  be  dealt  with 
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' A Ministerial  letter  of  May,  1969,  admitted  the  unsatisfactory 
sanitary  conditions,  but  still,  financial  authority  was  refused!  Even- 
tually in  mid  1970  (three  years  after  the  Public  Enquiry)  loan  consent 
was  authorised  (but  for  a modified  scheme  upon  the  original)  the 
original  cost  having  risen  to  nearly  £200,000. 

"It  is  conservatively  estimated  that  this  Ministerial  authorisation 
delay  on  a scheme  that  the  Ministry  itself  technically  approved  of  has 
increased  the  cost  out  of  public  funds  by  approximately  no  less  than 
£50,000! 

"Red  Wharf  Bay. — In  mid  year  the  Council’s  Engineers  had  under 
consideration  a Sewage  Scheme  involving  Red  Wharf  Bay,  Preswylfa 
and  Llanbedrgoch. 

"Benllech. — At  the  instigation  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the 
Fisheries  Authority  the  originally  designed  360  foot  sea  outfall  was 
extended  to  2,000  feet.  That  work  was  carried  out,  later  defects  were 
discovered  but  these  have  now  been  structurally  attended  to. 

'W ALLEY  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL : 

"Rhosneigr. — By  the  year’s  end  the  constructional  work  upon  the 
extension  of  the  sea  outfall  by  900  feet  had  been  completed. 

"Trearddur  Bay,  Phase  II. — In  the  Autumn  the  Council  was  in 
correspondence  with  the  Consulting  Engineers  concerning  sea  disposal 
of  sewage  from  this  area  with  particular  reference  to  Porth  Gwr  Marw. 

"Bodedern. — ^The  pre-existing  Scheme  was  designed  for  a popu- 
lation of  700  which  has  already  increased  to  850  and  is  likely  to 
appreciably  increase  with  further  domestic  building  and  the  likelihood 
of  a new  Local  Education  Authority  Scheme,  consequently  the  Council’s 
Engineers  are  making  appropriate  plans  for  the  future. 

"Bodffordd. — ^The  pre-existing  13  year  old  Scheme  is  due  for 
appropriate  modification.” 

Dr.  Arthur  Jones,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Southern 
Sanitary  Districts  states : — 

"AETHWY  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL: 

"Uanddaniel/Gaerwen.  — This  scheme  which  provides  for  an 
entirely  new  sewerage  system  for  the  village  of  Llanddaniel,  in  con- 
junction with  certain  extensions  and  joint  treatment  works  at  Gaerwen 
commenced  early  in  1970,  completion  being  expected  by  mid  1971. 

’’Uanfawpwll. — Welsh  Office  consent  was  obtained  for  carrying 
out  certain  modifications  to  the  existing  sewers  which  discharge  into 
the  Menai  Straits  by  means  of  a sea  outfall.  A new  treatment  plant 
is  proposed  and  work  should  commence  early  in  1971. 
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"Llangoed,  Llanddona,  Penmon. — ^This  is  the  last  major  scheme 
in  the  Council’s  programme.  Preparatory  work  is  well  advanced  and 
a Welsh  Office  Inquiry  is  expected,  possibly  in  March,  1971. 

"BEAUMARIS  BOROUGH  COUNCIL: 

"The  Town’s  sewage  disposal  plant  worked  satisfactorily  during 
the  year. 

"The  sewage  disposal  plant  in  Llanfaes  to  serve  the  new  housing 
estate  was  near  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

"The  proposal  to  provide  a sewer  from  Rhos  Cottage  in  Llanfaes 
to  serve  the  lower  houses  in  the  area  was  still  being  considered  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  a decision  was  expected  soon. 

"MENAI  BRIDGE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  : 

"The  sewage  from  30  houses  is  dealt  with  by  septic  tank  treatment, 
the  remainder  of  the  town  being  drained  by  gravity  to  the  Council’s 
sewerage  system  which  discharges  crude  sewage  to  the  Straits  via  four 
outfall  pipes. 

"The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  are  at  present  finalising  a 
scheme  for  the  treatment  of  a considerable  portion  of  the  Town’s 
sewage  by  an  activated  sludge  process  and  after  considerable  consulta- 
tion with  the  various  bodies  concerned  all  objections  have  been  satisfied 
and  the  scheme  has  been  re-submitted  to  the  Welsh  Office. 

"LLANGEFNI  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL : 

"Sewage  Disposal  Works. — B.O.D.  figures  were  slightly  high  in 
June,  July  and  August,  but  this  was  due  mainly  to  the  technicalities 
of  B.O.D.  determination  and  the  effluent  concerned  would  not 
adversely  affect  the  oxygen  balance  of  the  river  Cefni.  Results  during 
the  last  three  months  were  entirely  satisfactory.  Work  on  the  exten- 
sions required  to  cater  for  additional  trade  effluents  was  in  progress 
at  the  end  of  the  year.” 


Part  V 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 
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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 
Medical  Inspection 

The  school  population  on  the  21st  January,  1971,  was;

The  statistics  reflect  a satisfactory  state  of  health  among  the  school 
population  and  the  work  relating  to  medical  inspection  is  set  out  in 
the  rabies  on  pages  84 — 86. 

As  will  be  seen  from  Part  II,  Tables  A and  B on  pages  85  and  86 
the  commonest  defects  discovered  at  routine  medical  inspection  are 
defects  of  vision  including  squint,  and  defects  of  the  nose  and  throat. 

Minor  orthopaedic  deparaires  from  the  normal  foot  and  postural 
defects  are  frequently  noted,  but  the  severe  crippling  defect  is  happily 
not  often  seen.  Of  the  infectious  skin  diseases,  there  were  36  cases 
of  scabies,  5 cases  of  ringworm  (body)  and  4 cases  of  impetigo. 

General  Condition  and  Nutrition 

The  general  condition  and  nutrition  of  all  children,  except  2, 
examined  at  routine  medical  examinations  was  satisfactory. 

86  per  cent,  of  the  primary  and  special  school  children  take  milk 
and  the  average  number  of  meals  served  by  the  School  Meals  Service 
each  school  day  was  8,392,  which  represents  81  per  cent,  of  the  school 
population  as  compared  with  82  per  cent,  in  1969  . 

Health  Education 

As  reported  previously.  Health  Education  in  Anglesey  is  largely 
confined  to  the  efforts  made  by  the  school  nurses  and  dental  officers 
in  the  normal  performance  of  their  duties.  As  this  field  of  activity 
urgently  calls  for  expansion,  authority  was  given  in  1968  to  the 
appointment  of  a Health  Education  Officer. 

Unfortunately  due  to  the  general  economic  situation  since  then  it 
was  necessary  to  delete  this  item  from  the  relevant  estimates.  The 
appointment  of  a Health  Education  Officer,  at  the  earliest  possible 
opportunity  still  remains  a priority  if  a constructive  and  sustained 
programme  of  Health  Education  is  to  be  carried  out  within  the  County. 
It  is,  however,  anticipated  that  it  will  be  possible  to  proceed  with  this 
appointment  early  in  1971. 
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School  Milk 

During  the  year  55  samples  of  school  milk  as  compared  with  37 
in  1969  were  examined  for  both  keeping  quality  and  heat  treatment, 
and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  all  were  satisfactory.  The  chemical 
quality  of  some  of  the  samples  tested  was  also  found  to  be  good  and 
in  no  case  did  a sample  fall  below  the  statutory  minimum  standards. 
There  were  no  consumer  complaints  of  school  milk  and  as  all  the  milk 
was  satisfactorily  pasteurised,  it  was  not  necessary  for  any  examination 
for  Brucellosis  to  be  carried  out. 

The  work  of  the  School  Nurse 

The  work  done  by  school  nurses  in  the  prevention  of  infestation 
with  vermin  deserves  high  praise.  The  nurses  made  32,399  inspec- 
tions, which  is  equivalent  to  every  child  being  examined  on  the  average 
every  four  months  during  the  year.  The  number  found  to  be  verminous 
was  140  or  1-3  per  cent,  of  the  school  population.  The  figures  for  the 
past  few  years  are  as  follows:  134  cases  in  1966,  77  in  1967,  57  in 
1968  and  73  in  1969.  It  is,  however,  disturbing  to  note  the  upward 
trend  in  the  number  of  cases  since  1968. 

In  September,  1970,  it  was  decided  to  include  as  a routine 
procedure  for  the  detection  of  albumin  and  sugar,  the  urine  testing  of 
each  new  entrant  to  Primary  Schools  and  thus  provide  a more  compre- 
hensive medical  examination. 

Of  the  639  children  examined  during  the  Christmas  Term,  635 
submitted  urine  specimens  and  in  all  cases,  as  far  as  clinistix  tests  were 
concerned,  the  results  were  satisfactory,  but  11  specimens  revealed 
evidence  of  albumin.  A further  specimen  was  obtained  from  the 
latter  group  one  month  later  and  apart  from  one  case,  which  was  sub- 
sequently referred  to  the  General  Medical  Practitioner,  the  urine  tests 
were  satisfactory. 


Orthopaedic  Care  and  After-Care

Brearhing  exercises,  etc.,  have  also  been  given  ro  7 cases  referred 
by  hospitals. 

During  the  year  168  attendances  were  made  by  118  individual 
children  at  the  11  Orthopaedic  Clinic  sessions  held  at  Holyhead  and 
Llangefni,  an  average  attendance  of  15  3 per  session. 

Defective  Eyesight  and  Squint 

The  Ophthalmic  service  for  school  children  is  provided  through 
the  Hospital  Service.  The  number  of  refraction  sessions  held  during 
the  year  was  88  as  compared  with  49  in  1969-  The  number  of  school 
children  seen  was  917  (537  in  1969).  In  addition,  a further  85  pre- 
school age  children  were  examined  compared  with  49  the  previous  year. 

1 must,  however,  add  that  the  noticeable  increase  in  the  ophthalmic 
statistics,  when  compared  with  those  for  1969,  is  entirely  due  to  an 
improvement  in  the  staffing  situation  and  is  not  in  any  way  related  to 
a sudden  marked  deterioration  in  the  eyesight  of  Anglesey  children, 
i.e..  the  number  of  consultant  sessions  held  was  similar  to  those  prior 

to  1969. 

The  number  of  .school  children  operated  upon — at  the  Caernarvon 
Eye  and  Cottage  Hospital — was  12  (18  in  1969). 

Pre.scriptions  for  spectacles  were  ksued  at  the  clinics  to  523 
children. 

The  school  nurses  continued  to  test  the  eyesight  of  7 year  old 
children  and  refer  doubtful  cases  for  the  opinion  of  the  .school  doctor. 
This  form  of  screening  is  valuable  in  detecting  defective  vision  at  an 
early  stage.  During  the  year  920  children  were  tested  by  the  nurses 
and  92  referred  for  further  examination.  In  addition  the  .school 
nurses  test  the  corrected  vision  of  children  wearing  .spectacles  and  if  in 
doubt  about  their  suitability  refer  the  child  for  further  examination. 
During  1970  they  examined  286  such  children  and  referred  33  to  the 
school  medical  officer. 

Orthoptic  Treatment 

Orthoptic  clinics  continued  to  be  held  at  Bangor  and  during  the 
year  there  were  368  attendances  of  Anglesey  children.  The  number 
of  children  seen  was  155  including  106  new  cases. 
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In  addition,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  from  July  an  Orthoptist 
was  available  to  hold  sessions  at  St.  David’s  Priory,  Holyhead.  By  the 
end  of  the  year,  26  sessions  had  been  held,  52  children  were  seen 
indudin.!^  29  new  cases  and  the  total  attendance  at  these  clinics  was 
160. 


Diseases  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 

All  consultations  and  operations  for  conditions  of  the  car,  nose 
and  throat  are  held  at  the  Caernarvon  and  Anglesey  General  Hospital, 
Bangor. 

These  are  among  the  commonest  causes  of  ill-health  among 
children,  and  during  1970,  due  to  the  considerable  waiting  list  for 
E.N.T.  appointments,  only  14  children,  known  to  have  a hearing  defect, 
were  referred  to  the  E.N.T.  Consultant  through  the  School  Health 
Service.  The  parents  of  children  with  any  other  E.N.T.  symptoms 
were  advised  to  take  their  children  to  their  family  doctor  and  only 
if  he  considered  it  nece.ssary  were  they  subsequently  referred  to  the 
Consultant  for  treatment.  According  to  information  received  20 
children  were  operated  upon  during  the  year,  12  for  the  removal  of 
tonsils  and/or  adenoids,  4 for  diseases  of  the  ear  and  4 for  other  nose 
and  throat  conditions;  2S  children  received  other  forms  of  treatment. 

Handicapped  Pupils 

Much  work  was  done  during  1970  in  the  ascertainment  of  handi- 
capped pupils  and  at  the  year’s  end  the  number  of  .such  pupils  on  the 
register  was  247.

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During  1967,  a register  was  started  of  pre-school  aged  children 
who,  early  in  their  school  life,  might  need  to  be  ascertained  as  Handi- 
capped Pupils.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1 Blind,  5 Partially  Sighted, 
3 Partially  Hearing  and  28  Physically  Handicapped  children  were  on 
this  Potentially  Handicapped”  register.

Educationally  Sub-normal  Pupils. 

A considerable  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  medical  staff  is 
devoted  to  the  individual  assessment  of  children  because  of  suspected 
backwardness.  During  1970  34  such  reports  (on  Form  3 H.P.)  were 
received,  and  30  were  referred  for  further  examination.  The  remain- 
ing 4 were  not  so  referred  for  a variety  of  reasons  (to  be  kept  under 
observation,  because  of  their  age,  left  the  county,  etc.).  The  number 
examined  during  the  year  was  20,  of  whom  16  were  recommended  for 
some  form  of  special  educational  treatment,  and  2 were  reported  upon 
as  being  unsuitable  for  education  at  school. 

Children  ascertained  as  educationally  sub-normal  pupils  who  are 
recommended  for  educational  treatment  at  a day  special  school  are 
normally  admitted  to  St.  Gwenfaen  School,  Rhoscolyn.  Although  the 
number  of  children  on  the  school  roll  at  31st  December,  1970,  increased 
to  43,  as  compared  to  42  in  1969,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  admit 
a number  of  children  due  to  the  school’s  isolated  position  and  the 
resultant  transport  difficulties. 
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The  majority  of  children  in  need  of  educational  treatment  at  a 
residential  special  school  are  placed  at  Treborth  Hall,  Bangor,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  17  Anglesey  children  were  attending  this  school. 
As  from  September,  1968,  pupils  have  been  admitted  also  on  a day 
basis  and  10  places  are  allocated  to  Anglesey  children.  By  the  end 
of  the  year  8 children  were  attending  as  day  pupils.  Thus  the  day 
placement  facilities  at  Treborth  Hall  assist  towards  alleviating  the 
needs  of  those  children  who  for  geographical  reasons  are  unable  to 
attend  St.  Gwenfaen. 

Two  children  were  recorded  as  unsuitable  for  education  at  school, 
under  Section  57  of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  as  amended. 

The  Education  (Handicapped  Children)  Act,  1970,  comes  into 
force  on  1st  April,  1971,  and  consequently  the  powers  conferred  under 
Section  57  of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  will  cease.  Provisions  under 
Seaion  34  of  this  Act  will  then  apply  to  children  previously  recorded 
as  unsuitable  for  education  at  school. 

Defective  Hearing. 

There  were  2 deaf  pupils  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  27  partially  hearing.  Three  school  children  were  examined  by 
Professor  Sir  Alexander  Ewing  at  Bangor  during  the  year. 

According  to  the  records,  there  are  now  12  pupils  in  Anglesey 
schools  known  to  have  been  provided  with  hearing  aids. 

Speech  Therapy. 

The  Speech  Therapist  held  130  sessions  during  the  year  and  gave 
799  appointments.  29  new  cases  were  seen  and  a total  of  63  children 
received  treatment  during  the  year.  16  were  discharged.  A number 
of  other  cases  were  interviewed  but  did  not  require  treatment. 

Spina  Bifida  Survey 

An  initial  survey  carried  out  in  1967  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
spina  bifida  cases  amongst  Anglesey  children  born  during  the  period 
1st  January,  I960,  to  31st  December,  1967,  revealed  a known  total  of 
19  cases;  2 further  cases  were  discovered  at  a later  date.  Six  new 
cases  came  to  our  notice  during  1968,  4 in  1969  and  a further  6 in 
1970,  making  a total  of  37  known  cases  over  the  period.  Of  the  6 new 
cases  in  1970,  one  was  stillborn,  three  died  shortly  after  birth  and  two 
had  survived  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  Che  overall  total,  14  have  died,  10  were  stillborn  and  1 has  left 
the  County.  Of  the  surviving  Anglesey  children,  3 are  attending 
ordinary  schools,  2 are  attending  a residential  school  for  physically 
handicapped  pupils  and  the  remaining  7 are  being  kept  under  close 
surveillance. 
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Child  Guidance 

Children  showing  evidence  of  being  emotionally  disturbed  are 
referred  to  the  Chdd  Cuidance  Clinics  which  are  held  in  I3angor  and 
Holyhead  under  tire  direction  of  the  Consultant  Child  Psychiatrist.

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DENTAL  SERVICE 

Mr.  O.  C Jenkins,  Principal  School  Dental  Officer,  reports  as 
follows : 

"The  dental  statistics  set  out  in  Table  56  reveal  that  during  the 
year  66-4  per  cent,  of  the  total  school  population  were  dentally  inspected 
compared  with  60  per  cent,  in  1969.  There  was  also  an  increase  of  7 6 
per  cent,  in  the  number  of  pupils  treated  and  an  increase  of  12-3  per 
cent,  in  the  'courses  of  treatment  completed’  during  the  year,  compared 
with  the  previous  year  when  there  had  been  increases  of  9 per  cent, 
and  5 per  cent,  respectively  in  relation  to  1968. 

"It  will  be  noted,  however,  that  during  the  year  the  number  of 
children  dentally  inspected  was  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  total 
school  population,  in  addition  to  which  the  number  of  children  actually 
given  treatment  was  closely  related  to  the  number  offered  treatment — 
just  over  5,700.  The  'picture’  of  dental  inspections  carried  out  and  the 
number  of  treatments  given  in  relation  to  the  treatments  offered  was 
very  much  the  same  as  in  1969. 

"When  comparing  the  aforementioned  dental  statistics  with  those 
of  1968  an  interesting  feature  arises  in  that  the  number  of  children 
then  dentally  inspected  was  86  per  cent,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year 
approximately  one-third  (over  2,300)  of  those  children  offered  treat- 
ment had  in  fact  not  been  given  any  treatment.  It  would  appear, 
therefore,  that  the  ’caseload’  of  existing  dental  staff  has  reached  satura- 
tion point  because  any  increases  in  the  number  of  dental  inspections 
beyond  two-thirds  of  the  total  school  population  will  result  in  a cor- 
responding decrease  in  the  actual  number  of  treatments  given. 

"In  order  to  achieve  100  per  cent,  in  the  dental  inspection  rate 
and  accomplish  the  dental  treatment  of  all  those  children  who  require 
such  treatment  during  the  year,  it  was  decided  to  increase  the  dental 
establishment  together  with  the  provision  of  a further  mobile  dental 
unit. 


"There  have  been  several  National  surveys  lately  on  the  dental 
health  of  the  population  of  the  United  Kingdom.  Among  the  interest- 
ing figures  produced  were  some  on  the  distribution  of  dentists  to 
possible  patients  throughout  the  country.  It  seems  that  the  ratio  of 
dentists  to  patients  is  best  in  London,  the  Home  Counties  and  Southern 
England,  1 to  2,000.  As  one  comes  North  the  ratio  worsens  and  is 
particularly  poor  in  Wales,  1 to  10,000.  The  proportion  in  Anglesey 
and  adjoining  Caernarvonshire,  where  some  Anglesey  people  go  for 
treatment,  is  not  much  better  than  the  proportion  for  Wales. 
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"The  shortage  of  dental  manpower  means  a difficulty  in  getting 
dental  appointments.  Unfortunately  the  average  age  of  the  practising 
dentists  is  getting  rather  high  and  it  would  seem  that  there  should  be 
excellent  openings  in  this  area  for  younger  dentists.  The  shortage  of 
dentists  in  private  practice  has  increased  the  demand  on  the  School 
and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  dental  service.  Added  to  this  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  school  population  through  temporary 
migration  of  work  construction  people. 

"Mr.  J.  Barcroft,  Area  Dental  Officer  for  the  Holyhead  area, 
comments  as  follows : 

" 'It  was  particularly  noticeable  that  the  dental  needs  of  these 
temporary  resident  children  were  far  higher  than  the  average  needs 
of  the  average  Anglesey  born  and  bred  children.  I think  the  Com- 
mittee should  feel  very  pleased  that  Anglesey  children’s  teeth 
compare  so  favourably.’ 

"Mr.  H.  W.  Evans,  Area  Dental  Officer  for  Llangefni  and  Amlwch, 
comments  as  follows ; 

"Once  again  the  oral  hygiene  of  children  in  my  area  was  most 
disappointing.  Routine  dental  inspections  reveal  the  utter  disregard 
for  oral  hygiene  in  about  half  of  the  pupils  and  it  was  obvious  that 
many  of  these  had  either  never  used  a toothbrush  or  had  no  instruc- 
tion in  its  proper  use.  It  was  also  disappointing  to  find  so  many 
12-13  year  olds  needing  fillings  in  their  front  teeth — further  proof 
surely  of  the  lack  of  proper  toothbrushing.’ 

"We  look  forward  to  a marked  improvement  in  general  Dental 
Hygiene  following  the  appointment  of  the  Health  Education  Officer 
next  year. 

"I  would  like  to  express  the  thanks  of  my  colleagues  and  myself 
to  everyone  who  helped  us  during  the  year,  especially  the  Nursing, 
Office  and  School  staffs.”
